Due to sad experience« of haviriK their supplies and pelts stolen by 
Indians and other trappers, the mountain men developed the “cache,” 
H hole for bankiiiK their i>rc‘ciou.H ffood.s. The choice location for such 
a hidinjj place was near a stream with a handy landmark nearby. 




Uprooted itrass would leave telltale sifrn.s, 
so skins were first spread around the site. 
As the sod was removed In biK chunks, it 
was carefully set oo the skins. 




The trapper’s pelts and supplies were then 
put into the hole on a bed of dry jjra.ss or 
inferior hide.s and covered with a deerskin. 
The loose soil was then replaced. 




Then the digftinff began. To be sure that no 
freshly turned earth was left visible, the 
soil was shoveled onto some of the skins, 
for use later in filling the hole. 




After the sod was reset, the excess dirt 
was dumped into the stream and the trap- 
per left his cache, knowing that hia furs 
were safe until he returned for them.
